A rrests are sure to fellow the dis­ 
covery of a complete still used for 
manufacturing 
raisin 
mash and 
in 
m aking whiskey, in the cellar of the 
Eagle Hotel. 
The still was discover­ 
ed Sunday afte r an investigation had 
been started by George and Kenderton 
Lynch, m anagers of the hotel, upon 
the advise of H arry Holt*worth, day 
clerk, who on Saturday evening and 
Sunday morning detected the odor of 
raw whiskey in the lobby. 
No an­ 
nouncement of the discovery was made 
at the time for it was thought 
the 
moonshiners would return tm their 
task and could then be arrested. 
The still is of the typical 
home­ 
made variety but is complete in every 
detail and showed careful planning on 
the part of the moonshiners. 
A small, 
one-burner coal oil stove was used to 
furnish the heat for steam ing 
the 
mash which was placed in a five gal­ 
lon coal oil tan. 
From a small outlet 
at the top a copper tube leads through 
a bucket in which ice was placed to 
condense the steam and the end of the 
tube extended about three inches on 
th e other side of this bucket where 
the whiskey or “ raisin jack” was bot­ 
tled. 


Both 
the stove 
and the 
coal oil 
can in which the mash was placed are 
new and, it is believed, were purchased 
within the past week at a local hard­ 
w are store. 
Find Raisin Mash 
The 
mash, 
in 
all 
probability, 
was mixed in the home of one of the 
moonshiners and brought to the still* 
for 
a small 
wooden 
keg 
smelling 
strongly of yeast and raisins 
was 
standing near the still when it was 
found. 
A wire mesh screen was a l­ 
so found nearby which was evidently 
used to strain the mash before it was 
placed in the steam ing kettle. 
The men who operated this still ap­ 
parently intended making it a per­ 
m anent proposition for a case of em ­ 
pty half pint bottles was found close 
by. 
The box was full of bottles when 
the discovery was made, but it is be­ 
lieved that some of the stuff was ac-

Philadelphia, Dee. 0—Twenty two 
bodies had been removed last night 
from the burning debris of a wreck 
which occurred at 7:45 o’clock yes­ 
terday morning on the Newtown di­ 
vision of the Philadelphia & Reading 
Railway, about a mile from Woodmont 
station, when two passenger trains, 
one of them loaded with suburbanites 
fiound for Philadelphia, came together 
in a head-on collision. 


Still more 
bodies remain 
in the 
• wreck, but are probably burned be­ 
yond recognition as the car under 
which they lie was still in flames 
when darkness came last night. 
It 
is estim ated that the lowest number 
of killed outright or burned to death 
is 24, and the minimum of injured is 
24. 
There are two more bodies in 
the wreck.
